SECTION 1. Subsection 4 of section 604q of the statutes is 
amended to read: (Section 604q) 4. The judge or court may, 
in his or its discretion, refuse to render judgment for the claim-
ant in any case where a parent, wife or child is dependent on 
such property or estate for future support, and that the amount 
to be paid, when ordered by such county judge or court, shall 
be a reasonable compensation for such support and maintenance.
